It gives the assurance so much needed 
that there is an adequate recuperative 
power in the most ring-ridden commu- 
nities; that popular government is 
equal to its severest test—the control 
of great cities. The lesson? Trust 
the people. The duty? Exercise thai 
office* they had confided to us with the 
highest fidelity and patriotism.
